Trustees voted 7-0 in favor of a 
memorandum of understanding 
with the city that allows police 
access to campus security video

in real time will help authorities 
during a crisis.

“Our most important job is to 
educate children,” Scribner said 
in a statement.

The investigation into a series 
of bombings that have caused 
escalating fear in Austin brought 
promising new leads Tuesday 
when authorities say the suspect 
might have left behind clues to 
his identity at a FedEx store in 
the community of Sunset Valley. 

Authorities believe the per- 
petrator shipped an explosive 
device from the FedEx location 
on Brodie Lane that was ad- 
dressed to return to Austin after 
processing at a transfer facility 
in Schertz, about 60 miles south. 
The device instead detonated on 
a conveyor belt. No one was 
injured. 

Tuesday evening, the FBI 
confirmed that a second, un- 
detonated bomb sent by the 
same individual was recovered 
at a FedEx facility in southeast 
Austin.
